San Quentin Prison

The big day for the students in Dr, LouisBalsam's sociology classes 
to visit San Quentin had finally arrived, We left MPC at exactly 8:53 
a.m, With 100 students on the buses, along with Dr. Balsam and Mrs 
Rosemary Miller, 

At 12:16 we arrived at pier 50 in San Francisco, Mr. HolmesBenson, 
assistant manager in the Shipboard Services of the American President 
Lines, met us and showed us around the terminals, and he explained | 
how they ship out cargos to other countries and how they export and 
import goods. Then the students were allowed to board the S. S. Presi- 
dent Arthur, After the students had observed how a well-organized 
union cooperates with private business, the students spent the after- 
noon in San Francisco's li ttle Italy and Chinatown, They ate where 
they chose and walked about for a glimpse of the shops, churches, 
schools. and dwellings of these American social groups of foreign 
origin and culture. 

At 6:30 p.m. we found ourselves in the bus again and on our way 
to San Quentin prison, The tour of the prison inMarin county began 
at 7 p.m, in the prison visitor's room and gift shop where jewelry, 

leather and wood articles, and paintings, done by inmates, were m 
sale, 

Conducted by Associate Warden B.F. Baer, the group was shown 
the death chamber. "Death row," a penthouse -appearing structure 
on top of the main buildings, was seen from the ground outside the 
prison, After being counted into the prison, the students were shown 
the kitchen and dining rooms where meals for 5000 men are prepared 
and served daily. A mural, currently being painted by two of the 
inmates, depicts the history of the United States across the large walls 
of the dining rooms, Students were shown the “furniture factory" and 
the dry-cleaning room where the prisoners work dai ly, After passing 
through the garden-patio between the buildings and across the out- 
door athletic field, the students were shown into one of the cell blocls. 

All inmates housed in the building visited by the students were at 
the movies or were in evening school, Besides classes in arts and crafts, 
an academic program is offered for completion of grammar and high 
school, 

-After the tour, Mr, Baer explained the processing of a new inmate, 
which includes an extensive testing procedure to determine personali- 
ty traits and intellectual and vocational abilities, 

“The Law had punished the offender by the act of imposing sen- 
tence,” stated Mr. Baer. "The fundamental job of the prison isna@ 

‘punishment, but rehabilitation, " 

After analysis of his test program by the prison's staff of sociolo- 
gists, the prisoner is either held at San Quentin, a maximum security 
prison, or is transferred to a state prison with less s€curity provisions, 

"The difference between the man in prison and you or me,” said 
the warden, “is the way a man solves his problems, The present pro- 


gram of rehabilitation at San Quentin is designed to give an opportun- |! 
ity to each man to discover and adopt solutions that are acceptable to 
the social group with whom he lives, "
